INTRODUCTION. 

The  work  of  preparing  this  book  has  been  done 
ckiring  the  idle  moments  of  the  writer,  while  resting 
from  his  regular  work,  and  has,  therefore,  been  a 
pastime,  as  well  as  a  pleasure.  The  preparation  of 
private  records,  in  that  more  endurable  form  which 
printing  alone  can  assure,  is  a  laudable  object,  and 
worthy  of  approval.  It  has  also  been  a  work  of  love, 
in  which  this  Scripture  injunction  has  been  heeded: 
"  Remember  the  days  of  old,  consider  the  years  of 
many  generations ;  ask  thy  father  and  he  will  shew 
thee,  thy  elders  and  they  will  tell  thee"  (Deuter- 
onomy  xxxii.  7).  1378342 

It  is  natural  for  all  persons  of  intelligence  to  desire 
knowledge  of  their  ancestors,  and  to  speculate  as  to 
what  their  posterity  will  be  to  future  history.  While 
this  is  not  a  complete  history  of  the  Lower  family 
in  Ajnerica,  or  possibly  not  of  any  one  branch  of  it, 
the  compiler  has  striven  to  have  every  record  ventied, 
and  believes,  therefore,  it  is  as  accurate,  if  not  as 
complete,  as  is  possible  to  attain  under  existing  cir- 
cumstances. It  is  with  regret  that  the  work  must  be 
presented  in  its  imperfect  condition,  and  the  author 
will  ask  that  any  error  or  omission  noticed  by  any 
reader  be  at  once  referred  to  him,  giving  the  correct 
history  and  genealogy,  which  will  be  carefully  filed 
away  for  the  use  of  future  writers  of  the  family 
history  and  in  the  revision  of  this  work. 

We  know  there  are   some  errors  and  many  omis- 
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sions.  as  our  information  in  many  instances  has  been 
secured  from  church  records  and  gravestones,  which 
are  not  ahvays  correct.  In  other  instances  we  have 
had  to  depend  upon  some  member  of  the  family  fur- 
nishing the  information  desired,  and  where  they  could 
not  or  would  not  furnish  it,  we  were  compelled  to 
omit  that  portion,  with  the  hopes  that  some  other 
member  will  supply  the  desired  information,  to  be 
used  by  future  writers  of  the  family  history  or  in  the 
revision  of  this  work. 

However,  we  are  pleased  to  state  that  but  few  of 
the  kinsmen  with  wdiom  we  have  corresponded  and 
asked  for  information  have  neglected  or  refused  to 
furnish  it,  and  to  many  of  them  we  are  deeply  indebted 
for  the  accurate  history,  genealogies  and  biographies 
herein  contained.  To  belong  to  a  family  who  for  gen- 
erations have  earned  respect,  to  be  able  to  look  back 
to  forefathers  who  lived  well  and  did  their  life's 
work  bravely,  doing  their  best  to  uphold  the  right  in 
domestic  and  national  afifairs,  is  a  birthright  of  which 
any  one  may  well  be  proud.  Intelligence,  honesty  and 
courage  —  ((ualities  which  make  for  good  in  every 
country  —  have  ever  been  characteristic  of  those  who 
bear  our  name.     ]\Iay  it  so  continue

HISTORY  AND  GENEALOGY 

—  OF  — 

ADAM   LOWER  AND   HIS  POSTERITY. 


Adam  Lower  lived  most  of  his  life  in  Williams- 
burg, Blair  County,  Pa.  This  town  was  in  Hunting- 
don County  in  his  day.  He  died  there  at  the  age  of 
seventy-eight,  and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  by  the 
old  stone  church,  which  was  either  Lutheran  or  Ger- 
man Reform.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  died  before  him, 
and  he  married  the  second  time.  In  this  history  we 
designate  the  line  by  the  use  of  the  word  generation, 
beginning  with  Adam  Lower. 

FIRST   GENERATION. 

Adam  Lower  was  born  in  Germany,  W^iirtemburg, 
in  A.  D.  1755.  He  and  a  sister  lived  with  their  grand- 
father. His  mother  died  when  he  was  young.  Of  this 
family  we  have  but  a  meager  traditionary  history,  but 
family  tradition  has  it  that  his  father  was  a  Major  in 
the  German  army,  and  in  an  engagement  during  the 
Seven  Years'  War,  in  which  his  conmiand  was  prac- 
tically annihilated,  he  swam  the  river  Rhine,  and  upon 
reaching  the  opposite  shore  found  several  bullets 
lodged  in  his  helmet.  It  is  also  understood  he  was 
killed  in  an  engagement  during  that  war,  though  we 
have  no  record  as  to  place  or  date. 

Adam  Lower's  grandfather  was  very  wealthy,  and 
gained  his  wealth  in  this  way :     The  cholera  in  a  city 
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in  Germany  ( Wiirtemburg)  caused  the  living  to  tlee, 
antl  he  received  an  enormous  fortune  for  clearing  the 
city  of  its  dead.  For  some  reason,  when  a  young  man 
Adam  ran  away  from  his  grandfather's  home  and 
came  to  America.  He  had  only  money  enough  to  pay 
part  of  his  ship  fare,  and  when  he  landed  in  America 
was  sold  in  bondage  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  fare. 
He  had  to  serve  eight  years  in  bondage  to  satisfy  the 
debt. 

When  the  Revolutionary  War  broke  out  he  secured 
his  freedom  by  enlisting  in  the  Continental  army, 
which  was  in  accordance  with  a  law  passed  by  the 
Continental  Congress,  giving  freedom  to  all  white  per- 
sons, then  serving  in  bondage,  who  would  enlist  in  the 
Continental  army. 

We    find    the    following    Revolutionary    record    of 

Adam  Lower  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  \'"ol.  HI : 

A  Muster  Roll  of  Captain  William  Heyser's  Company,  of 

the  German  Regiment  commanded  by  Baron  Arendt,  Colonel. 

Quibble  Town,  May  22,  1777. 

Cap  tain , 

William  Heysh:r,  July   12,  1776. 

Privates, 
Among  whom  is  Adam   Lower. 

The  first  record  of  settlement  was  in  Maxatawney 
Township,  Berks  County,  Pa.  The  following  is  the 
Certificate  of  Naturalization  : 

Berks  County, 
Pennsylvania. 

I    do    hereby   certify   that   Adam   I.aiier,   of    Maxatawney 
Township,   hath  voluntarily  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  and 
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fidelity,   as   directed   by   an   act   of  the    General   Assembly   of 
Pennsylvania,  passed  the   13th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1777. 

Witness  my  hand  and  seal  the  iSth  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1778. 
Samuei-  Ely  (L.  S.)- 

In  his  naturalization  papers  the  name  is  spelled 
Latter,  which  is  the  correct  spelHng,  according  to  the 
German,  but  later  the  spelling  was  changed  to  Lower, 
which  spelling  has  been  used  by  all  his  children. 

According  to  date  he  would  have  been  about  twenty- 
three  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  taking  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  United  States  of  America.  We  have 
no  definite  date  of  his  marriage,  but,  considering  the 
date  of  his  wife's  death,  June  17,  1806,  at  the  age  of 
forty-nine,  and  the  fact  that  eleven  children  were 
born,  possibly  two  years  apart,  we  can  approximate 
the  date  of  marriage.  Allowing  twenty-two  or  twenty- 
four  years  for  the  births  of  the  children,  and  subtract- 
ing that  number  from  her  age,  would  make  her  about 
twenty-five  and  Adam  Lower  about  twenty-seven  at 
their  marriage.  His  wife's  maiden  name  was  Eliz- 
abeth Keiser.  She  was  born  on  board  a  ship  en  route 
from  Germany  to  America,  A.  D.  1757.  The  record 
on  her  tombstone  in  Williamsburg,  Pa.,  is  Elisabeta 
Lauer. 

We  have  no  record  of  Adam  Lower's  removal  from 
Berks  County,  Pa.,  to  Williamsburg,  Pa.,  then  in  Hunt- 
ingdon County,  now  Blair  County.  Adam  Lower 
bought  land  near  Williamsburg  for  farms,  and  also 
lots  in  town.  Many  of  his  children  married  in  and 
near  Williamsbtirg  and  remained  there  for  manv  \ears. 
He  was  a  weaver  bv  trade,  and  had  a  loom  in  his  log 
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house  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  below  the  Methodist 
Church,  in  Williamsburg. 

It  is  said  that  Adam  Lower  gave  a  man  named 
Ulric  a  power  of  attorney  to  go  to  Germany  and  col- 
lect the  estate  of  his  grandfather.  The  man  went,  and 
was  supposed  to  have  obtained  the  estate,  but  never 
returned,  nor  made  a  settlement  with  Adam  Lower. 
This  was  a  source  of  trouble  to  xA.dam,  fearing  that 
his  sister  had  been  robbed  of  her  share  of  the  estate. 
He  never  heard  from  his  sister. 

Adam  Lower  married  a  second  wife,  named  Nancy 
Diggins,  who  had  a  son  named  John  Diggins.  The 
author  can  just  remember  this  grandmother.  I  was 
born  in  1829  and  grandfather  died  April  16,  1833. 

LAST  WILL  AND  TESTAMENT  OF  ADAM  LOWER. 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  Adam  Lower,  of  the 
Borough  of  Williamsburg,  in  the  County  of  Huntingdon,  and 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  being  weak  in  body,  but  of  sound  mind, 
memory  and  understanding,  and  considering  the  uncertainty 
of  this  transitory  life,  do  make  and  publish  this,  my  last  will 
and  testament,  and  revoking  all  former  wills  by  me  made. 

I  do  order  and  direct  that  all  my  just  debts  and  funeral 
expenses  be  duly  paid  and  satisfied,  out  of  my  personal  estate, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  can  be  after  my  decease. 

Item  the  first : 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  wife  Nancy  all  that  messuage 
and  tract  of  land  which  I  purchased  from  Daniel  Clapper, 
situate  and  lying  in  Frankstown  Township,  in  the  county  of 
said  adjoining  lands  of  Daniel  Clapper,  Williams  Rhodes  and 
others,  together  with  all  my  personal  property  that  I  now  pos- 
sess, during  her  natural  life,  provided  she  should  survive  me. 

Also  the  one-fourth  of  the  income  of  the  land  occupied 
by  my  sons  George  and  Daniel,  yearly,  with  the  one-half  of 
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all  the  fruit  of  the  orchard,  in  the  tenure  of  my  son  Daniel. 
Also  the  interest  of  a  note  I  hold  against  John  Lower,  to 
amount  of  sixty   ($60.00)   dollars,  is  to  be  paid  yearly. 

Also  the  yearly  interest  of  two  several  notes  I  hold  against 
Henry  Lower,  one  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  other  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  for  and  during  her  natural  Hfe.  And  after 
her  decease  my  will  is  that  all  the  described  property,  both 
real  and  personal  and  mixed,  or  any  more  that  I  may  possess, 
shall  be  sold  liy  my  executor,  with  full  power  to  convey  the 
same  to  the  purchasers,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be 
equally  divided  between  all  my  children,  share  and  share  alike. 

And  it  is  further  my  will  that  the  articles  of  agreement 
made  between  me  and  my  sons,  George  and  Daniel,  are  to  be 
fulfilled  to  my  wife,  Nancy,  during  her  natural  life  in  the  same 
manner  and  in  the  same  proportion  as  they  were  made  payable 
to  me. 

And  lastly,  I  nominate,  constitute  and  appoint  David  Ake 
to  be  the  executor  of  this,  my,  last  will  and  testament. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal 
this  the  fourth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three. 

Signed  and  sealed  by  the  testator,  as  his  last  will  and 
testament,  in  the  presence  of  us.

ChUdrcn    of   Adam    and   BUzahctli    (Kciser)    Lozver. 

George,  Jacob,  Adam,  Henry,  Daniel,  John,  David, 
Catherine  (Mrs.  Clapper),  Elizabeth  (Mrs.  Wiltrout), 
Sarah  (Mrs.  Yarger),  and  Mary  (called  Polley). 
George  was  the  oldest  and  David  the  youngest  of  the 
children. 

George  Lower,  of  Adam  and  Elizabeth  (Keiser) 
Lower,  born  in  1782,  died  May  8,  1859.  Mary  Lower, 
his  wife,  born  in  1784,  died  Febrtiary  15,  1850.  They 
were  Lutherans,  and  are  buried  in  the  Lutheran  Cem- 
etery in  Williamsburg,  Pa.  Their  home  was  on  a 
farm  about  a  mile  south  of  the  town. 

THIRD    GENERATION. 

Samukl  Lower,  of  George  and  Mary  Lower,  was 
married,  and  lived  many  years  on  a  small  farm  near 
his  father.  They  had  some  children.  (One  daughter 
married  John  Alley,  of  Williamsbtu-g.  vSamuel  moved 
to  Indiana,  Lidiana  County,  Pa.  About  this  time  his 
wife  died,  and  he  married  the  second  time,  and  to  this 
union  were  born  three  children.  He  died  in  1884,  and 
was  buried  in  the  Rush  Valley  Lutheran  Cemetery. 
\Ve  have  no  family  record  of  theirs,  and  therefore  can 
not  give  much  infonuation  as  to  the  children.  One 
son  of  the  first  marriage  moved  to  Washington  in  [899. 
One  son  of  the  second  marriage  was  living  with  his 
mother  in    Indiana,   Pa.,  in    1899;  his  name  is  M.   L. 
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Lower.     At  that  time  the  mother  was  stricken  with 
paralysis.     Here  ends  Samuel's  history. 

Adam  Lower,  of  George  and  Mary  Lower,  married 
Catherine  Tomas.  To  them  were  born  six  children, 
as  follows:  Elizabeth,  George  W.,  Margaret,  Anna 
Delila,  Rossanna,  and  William  TL  The  mother,  Cath- 
erine (Tomas)  Lower,  died  in  1853,  in  Indiana  County, 
Pa.,  where  the  family  were  raised  on  a  small  farm. 
Adam  was  married  a  second  time,  this  time  to  Mrs. 
Catherine  Grimes.  To  this  union  were  born  two  sons, 
Martin  and  David,  who  both  live  in  Indiana,  Indiana 
County,  Pa.  (1912).  Adam  was  a  forgeman  by  trade, 
and  worked  for  many  years  in  a  forge  near  Williams- 
burg, Pa.     He  died  in  January,  1893. 

FOURTH    GENERATION. 

Elizabeth  Lower,  of  Adam  and  Catherine  (Tomas) 
Lower,  married  Stephen  Rand,  and  lives  at  Penn  Run, 
Indiana  County,  Pa.     They  have  no  children. 

George  W.  Lower,  of  Adam  and  Catherine  (Tomas  ) 
Lower,  married  Elizabeth  Greaser.  They  had  six  chil- 
dren, of  whom  three  are  living.  They  live  at  Royer, 
Rlair  County,  Pa.  He  served  three  years  in  the  Civil 
War  (Eighty- fourth  Pennsylvania). 

Margaret  Lower,  of  Adam  and  Catherine  (Tomas) 
Lower,  married  Andrew  Detviler  in  1861^.  She  died 
in  1872,  being  survived  by  her  husband,  two  daugh- 
ters and  one  son.  The  son  died  a  few  years  after  his 
mother. 

Anna  Delila  Lower,  of  Adam  and  Catherine 
(Tomas)   Lower,  married  lohn  jNIcClaren.     To  them 
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were  born  seven  children.  He  died  in  1899.  She  lives 
in  Indiana,  Indiana  County,  Pa. 

RossANNA  Lower,  of  Adam  and  Catherine  (Tomas) 
Lower,  married  John  Isenberg.  To  them  were  born 
ten  children.    They  live  in  Indiana,  Indiana  County,  Pa. 

William  H.  Lower,  of  Adam  and  Catherine  (To- 
mas) Lower,  born  December  2,  1846;  married,  Jan- 
uary 8,  1874,  to  Anna  Elizabeth  Snively,  who  was  born 
December  31,  1850.  To  this  union  was  born  seven 
children,  as  follows :  David  Franklin,  Clara  C,  Ira 
Oscar,  Hannah  S.,  Barbara  Ruth,  William  R.,  and 
Alary  Edith.  William  H.  is  the  present  owner  of  the 
old  David  Lower  homestead  on  Piney  Creek,  south 
of  Williamsburg,  Pa. ;  it  being  one  of  the  several 
farms  near  Williamsburg  formerly  owned  by  his  great- 
grandfather, Adam  Lower.  He  resides  at  Williams- 
burg, Pa. 

FIFTH    GENERATION. 

David  Franklin  Lower,  of  \A^illiam  H  and  Anna 
E.  (Snively)  Lower,  born  December  14,  1875;  mar- 
ried Hannah  Showalter.  They  have  three  children, 
as  follows :  Ethel  Irene,  aged  fourteen  years ;  Anna 
Ruth,  aged  seven  years,  and  Willis  Leroy,  aged  five 
years.  Their  present  home  is  near  Williamsburg,  Blair 
County,  Pa. 

Clara  C.  Lower,  of  William  H.  and  Anna  E. 
(Snively)  Lower,  born  December  2,  1877;  married 
Norman  Stultz.  They  have  four  children,  as  follows : 
Wilmer  L.,  aged  twelve  years;  Samuel  Elwood,  aged 
nine  years;  Frances  May,  aged  four  years;  Mable  C, 
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aged  two  years.  Their  present  home  is  near  WilHams- 
biirg,  Blair  County,  Pa. 

Ira  Oscar  Lower,  of  WilHam  H.  and  Anna  E. 
(Snively)  Lower,  born  June  2,  1880;  unmarried.  His 
present  home  is  four  miles  south  of  Williamsburg,  Pa. 

Hannah  S.  Lower,  of  William  H.  and  Anna  L. 
(Snively)  Lower,  born  September  4,  1881;  unmarried. 
Present  address,  Williamsburg,  Blair  County,  Pa. 

Barbara  Ruth  Lower,  of  William  H.  and  Anna  E. 
(Snively)  Lower,  born  July  28,  1883;  married  Archi- 
bald Gunnett.  They  have  no  children.  They  reside 
near  Williamsburg,  Blair  County,  Pa. 

William  R.  Lower,  of  William  H.  and  Anna  E. 
(Snively)  Lower,  born  May  19,  1885;  married  Bertha 
Brumbaugh.  They  have  two  children,  Kathleen,  aged 
four  years,  and  Martha  E.,  aged  two  years  (1912). 
Their  present  address  is,  "  Rose  Lawn,"  Eldorado, 
Blair  County,  Pa. 

Mary  Edith  Lower,  of  William  H.  and  Anna  E. 
(Snively)  Lower,  born  December  21,  1887;  unmar- 
ried.    Present  address,  Williamsburg,  Pa. 

THIRD   GENERATION. 

Paul  Lower,  of  George  and  Mary  Lower,  married, 
and  lived  near  his  father  for  some  years.  They  had 
a  few  children,  and  later  moved  to  Indiana,  Indiana 
County,  Pa.,  where  he  died  in  1893.  We  have  no 
record  of  the  family. 

William  Lower,  of  George  and  Mary  Lower,  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  Snively  in  Morrison  Cove,  Pa.,  near 
Williamsburg.    They  lived  on  a  farm.     They  had  two 
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children,  a  son,  David,  and  daughter,  Ehzabeth.  David 
married  and  had  five  children,  three  sons  and  two 
daughters.  Elizabeth  married  and  had  one  son.  Wil- 
liam died  March  15,  1868,  aged  forty  years,  six  months 
and  twenty-six  days.  Elizabeth  Lower,  his  wife,  died 
September  5,  1887,  aged  sixty-five  years,  ten  months 
and  five  days.  They  are  buried  in  the  Lutheran  Cem- 
etery in  AV'illiamsburg,  Pa. 

THIRD    GENERATION. 

Catherine  Lower,  of  George  and  Alary  Lower, 
married  Robert  Maxwell,  a  plasterer  by  trade.  They 
lived  in  Williamsburg.  They  had  some  children.  One 
daughter,  Mary  Margaret,  married  Ezra  Brisban.  He 
enlisted  in  the  Union  army  and  never  returned  home, 
but  we  have  no  record  of  his  death.  In  1899  she  was 
living  in  West  Philadelphia,  at  6343  Saybrook  Avenue. 
Another  daughter,  Kate  Onor,  lived  in  Strongstown, 
Indiana  County,  Pa.,  in  1899.  Wc  have  no  family 
record,  and  therefore  our  information  is  limited.  Mrs. 
Catherine  (Lower)  Maxwell  died  of  cancer  of  the 
breast.     They  attended  the  Lutheran  Church. 

THIRD  generation. 
Eve  Lower,  of  George  and  Mary  Lower,  married 
George  Eiholtz  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  They  lived 
near  his  father's  on  Piney  Creek,  about  two  miles  from 
Williamsburg,  on  a  farm,  for  many  years.  God  gave 
them  eight  children,  three  sons  and  five  daughters. 
One  of  the  sons  died  two  years  before  his  father,  who 
died  in  1855,  aged  fifty-four  years.    In  1864  the  family 
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moved  to  near  Frankstown,  Blair  County,  Pa.  She 
became  a  Christian  at  an  early  age  and  united  with 
the  Lutheran  Churcli  at  Williamsburg.  She  lived  an 
earnest  Christian  life,  and  died  in  the  triumph  of  a 
living  faith  at  her  home,  after  having  bidden  farewell 
and  given  good  advice  to  her  seven  children  and  five 
grandchildren,  who  gathered  around  her  bed.  She  was 
fiftv-nine  vears,  seven  months  and  twenty-seven  na}s 
of  age  at  that  time.  July  15.  1876,  her  children  were 
all  living,  and  so  far  as  we  know  at  this  writing  they 
may  still  be  living.  Her  children  were  all  members 
of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

FOURTH    GENERATION. 

Charles  Eiholtz,  of  Eve  (Lower)  Eiholtz  and 
George  Eiholtz.  married  Henrietta  Lindsey.  They  had 
three  daughters  and  two  sons.  He  enlisted  in  the 
Ninety-second  Illinois  Infantry,  and  after  the  close  of 
the  Civil  War  settled  in  Geeseytown,  Pa.  The  last 
record  we  have  of  him  he  had  lost  his  wife  and  his 
sister,  Charlotte  Ann.  was  keeping  house  for  him  in 
Geeseytown,  Pa. 

George  Eiholtz,  of  Eve  (Lower)  and  George 
Eiholtz,  married  Ellen  Louden.

He  had 
one  son,  named  George  Lower,  which  is  the  only  name 
the  writer  has  been  able  to  learn  of.  Should  this  his- 
tory reach  any  of  his  descendants,  they  will  know  why 
their  histor}^  has  lieen  omitted,  and  will  confer  a  favor 
upon  the  author  by  putting  him  in  comnnmication  with 
some  of  the  famil}\

Jacob  Lower  but  little  is  known,  except  that  he  went 
West  when  a  young  man,  possibly  to  Ohio  or  Indiana, 
and  was  never  heard  of  thereafter  by  any  of  the 
family,  and  his  name  has  gone  down  in  the  family 
tradition  as  the  "lost  brother."     There  is  such  a  simi- 
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larity  of  names  and  locations  as  to  almost  warrant  the 
belief  that  the  Lower  brothers  of  Hot  Springs,  Ark., 
whose  history  and  genealogy  is  appended  hereto,  are 
among  his  descendants.

His  wife  died 
at  the  age  of  about  ninety  years,  and  was  buried  at 
Jefferson,  Iowa.

She  was  about  eight 
years  old  when  her  parents  came  over  from  Ireland. 
She  had  two  brothers,  John  and  Joseph,  and  three 
sisters,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lewis,  Mrs.  Margaret  Rager, 
and  Mrs.  Sarah  Martin.  After  the  death  of  her  par- 
ents she  went  to  live  with  an  uncle  in  Huntingdon,  who 
kept  a  hotel.  There  she  learned  to  be  an  excellent 
cook.  She  was  afflicted  for  two  years  with  paralysis 
in  the  right  side  and  lost  the  use  of  her  right  arm.  but 
could  walk.  She  lost  her  singing  voice  and  could  not 
sing.  She  had  a  beautiful  voice  before  being  para- 
lyzed. She  often  said :  "  I  can  not  sing  now,  but  I  will 
when  I  get  to  heaven."  She  has  been  in  the  heavenly 
choir  for  all  these  years.  She  died  of  paralysis.  The 
commendation  of  my  father  when  he  died  was  this  :

Pennsylvania,  executor  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Adam 
Lower,  deceased,  all,  and  all  manner  of  claims,  actions,  suits 
and  causes  of  actions,  suits  recoverings  and  demand,  what- 
soever for  or  concerning  any  lands,  tenements  or  heredita- 
ments, or  any  other  estate  of  the  said  Adam  Lower,  deceased, 
either  real  or  personal,  or  for  any  other  goods,  sums  of  money 
whatever,  or  any  other  thing  or  things  to  me  bequeathed  in 
or  by  the  said  Adam  Lower.  And  I  do  further  also  hereby 
remise,  release  and  quitclaim  unto  the  said  David  Lower  all, 
and  all  manner  of  actions,  and  suits,  and  causes  of  actions, 
and  suits,  debts,  duties  and  demands  whatsoever,  from  the 
beginning  of  the  world  unto  the  day  of  the  date  hereof.  In 
witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this 
fourth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1836.

Pa..  ^ larch  i, 
1817;  married  Susan  Swoop,  of  Huntingdon,  Pa., 
December  29,  1846.  He  was  a  bricklayer  by  trade,  but 
had  learned  shoemaking  with  his  father.  He  was  a 
memben  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which  he  joined 
when  a  young  man,  but  his  wife  was  a  member  of  the 
German  Reform  Church.  The  children  adhered  to  the 
church  of  their  father.  They  lived  in  Williamsburg 
for  a  few  years,  then  moved  to  Huntingdon,  where 
they  resided  until  his  death.  March  20,  1875.  Henry  R. 
was  six  feet,  one  inch  and  a  half  in  height,  and  well 
proportioned.  Their  children  are :  Elizabeth  Lower, 
John  Lower,  William  Lower,  Harry  Lower,  and  Annie 
Lower.  They  all  married  but  William.  Some  time 
after  the  death  of  the  husband,  the  mother  and  part 
of  the  children  moved  to  a  farm  with  William,  near 
Petersburg,  Huntingdon  County,  Pa.,  where  they  liverl 
till  the  mother's  death. 

Mary  Jane  Lower,  of  John  and  Isabella  Lower, 
was  born  January  23,  1819;  died  in  1896.  She  mar- 
ried Alexander  Armitage,  of  Huntingdon,  Pa.,  Novem- 
ber 7,  1850.  He  was  a  carpenter  by  trade,  and  for 
many  years  worked  with  his  brother-in-law,  Samuel 
Hemphill,  in  Huntingdon,  Pa.,  where  he  died  a  num- 
ber of  years  ago.     They  had  one  child,  Jennie  Armi- 
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tage.  who  died  in  youth.  They  were  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  Hved  in  their  own  home, 
which  they  willed  to  his  nephew,  Charles  Armitage, 
who  occupies  it  at  present  (1912). 

James  Lower,  of  John  and  Isabella  Lower,  was 
born  in  Williamsburg,  Pa.,  December  25,  1821,  and 
died  in  LaPorte,  Ind.,  December  9,  1908.  He  married 
Ann  McDonald,  of  Cleveland,  O.,  January  2,  1852. 
She  was  born  May  10,  1828,  and  died  May  11,  1893. 
James  Lower  was  a  tinner  by  trade,  and  learned  his 
trade  with  Philip  Reese,  in  Williamsburg,  Pa.  He 
went  to  California  in  1849  and  dug  his  gold  near  Sac- 
ramento. With  this  he  started  in  the  hardware  busi- 
ness in  Sturgis,  ]\Iich.  Later  he  moved  to  LaPorte. 
Tnd.,  and  started  business  in  the  Teagarden  block, 
where  he  continued  all  his  life.  He  was  very  fond  of 
horses  and  raised  some  very  fast  ones.  A  little  black 
mare,  Dot  L,  was  his  favorite.  She  won  him  many 
prizes.

Benjamin  Lower,  of  John  and  Isabella  Lower,  was 
born  in  WTlliamsburg,  Pa.,  March  2,  i82_i,  and  died 
March  8,  1910.  He  married  Anna  Mary  Milliken  Jan- 
uary 14,  1 85 1  ;  she  was  born  March  25,  1822,  and  died 
February  22,  19 10.  They  lived  some  years  in  Wil- 
liamsburg,  Pa.,  then  moved  to  Altoona,  Pa.  They  built 
their  own  house.  ITe  was  a  plasterer  by  trade,  but  had 
learned  the  shoemaking  trade  with  his  father,  .\fter 
some  years  they  moved  to  L^ocjuois  County,  PI.,  on  the 
Iroquois  River,  six  miles  from  Ashkum.  The  farm 
belonged  to  his  brother,  James  Lower,  of  Lal^orte. 
Ind.  He  bought  land  adjoining  for  himself.  After 
some  years  he  sold  out  and  bought  a  farm  abi^ut  a  mile 
from  Ashkum,  which  he  afterward  sold  and  Ijought  a 
half  block  in  Ashkum  and  built  a  home,  where  he  lived 
the  remainder  of  his  life.

Isabella  died  at 
Harvard,  Neb.,  June  20,  1902.  They  are  both  buried 
in  the  Harvard  (Neb.)  Cemetery.  John  O.  Shelp  en- 
listed in  the  Union  army  in  August.  1861,  and  served 
during  the  rebellion.  He  was  nineteen  months  in 
prison  —  six  months  in  Libby  and  thirteen  months  in 
.\ndersonville.  This  was  detrimental  to  his  health  and 
he  was  almost  a  nervous  wreck.  He  clerked  a  few 
years  in  the  hardware  store  of  James  Lower,  in 
LaPorte,  Ind. ;  later  he  moved  to  Harvard.  Neb.,  where 
he  remained  until  his  wife's  death,  when  he  went  to 
live  with  a  niece,  Mrs.  Lincoln,  at  Geneva,  Neb.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Christian  Church,  which  church 
his  wife  united  with,  although  she  was  raised  a  Pres- 
byterian. He  was  l)urie(l  by  the  G.  A.  R.  Post,  as  he 
had  recjuested.  They  had  one  son,  James  Lower,  born 
February  5,  1871.  He  married  at  Gladstone,  N.  D., 
and  is  at  present  (T912)  station  agent  at  Forsythe. 
Minnesota. 

Joseph  Leanev  Lower,  of  John  and  Isabella  Lower, 


Susan  T.   (Chase)   Lower.  1830-1912. 
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was  born  in  Williamsburg.  I'a.,  July  14,  182Q;  mar- 
ried Susan  Thurlow  Cbase,  of  West  Xewlnn-y.  Mass.. 
August  29,  1861.  She  was  born  ^larch  17,  1S30;  died 
February  8.  I<)12,  at  their  prairie  home  in  Lincoln 
County.  Col.,  and  buried  at  Harvard,   Xeb. 

In  182c)  the  town  of  A\  illiamsburg  was  in  Munting- 
don  County,  before  Blair  County  was  formed,  flolli- 
daysliurg  was  made  the  county  seat.  At  that  time 
Williamsburg  was  a  small  town  on  the  Juniata  River 
and  the  I  V'nns_\lvania  and  '  )hi()  Canal,  which  later  was 
sold  to  the  railroad  companv.  and  now  thev  have  a 
railroad. 

Joseph  Leaney  Lower,  the  author  of  this  history. 
]:)ears  the  titles  of  Rev.  Joseph  Leane}'  L(Twer,  A.M.. 
DA).  So  far  as  is  known,  he  seems  to  lie  the  only 
minister  of  the  gosiiel  in  the  whole  Lower  connection. 
He  was  converted  in  early  life.  August  2(\  1847.  while 
sorely  afflicted  with  (lys])e])sia.  which  troul)lc(l  him 
man}'  years,  and  was  cured  when  al)(nit  forty-hve  years 
of  age.  He  united  with  the  Lresl)yterian  Church  in 
October,  1847.  His  health  imjiroved,  ami  he  w;is 
received  as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry  in  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Huntingdon.  He  studied  at  home  for  ahcvat 
two  years,  and  about  two  years  under  Rev.  James  ^^ 
McGinnes,  at  Milnwood  Academy,  at  Shade  Ca]).  Pa. 
Me  entered  the  so])homore  class  at  JeiTerson  College. 
Cannonsburg,  Pa.,  in  Se])tember,  1852,  and  graduated 
in  April,  1856,  with  the  degree  of  A. P..  in  March. 
1856.  his  mother  died.  He  lost  the  junior  year  with 
t>])hoid  fever.  He  taught  vocal  music  p.-irt  of  that 
year  at    Huntingdon,   Altoona  and    Hollida\  sburg.    Pa. 
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He  entered  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  in  Septem- 
ber. 1856.  and  graduated  in  April,  1859;  was  licensed 
by  Huntingdon  Presbytery,  at  Huntingdon.  Pa.,  in 
April.  1859,  and  received  a  call  to  the  Presbyterian 
churches  of  Crown  Point  and  Salem,  Ind.,  in  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Lake,  now  Logansport.  He  was  ordaine;!. 
and  installed  pastor  over  those  churches  December  22, 
1859.  His  two  sisters,  Isabella  and  Margaretta  Lower, 
kept  house  for  him.  There  he  became  acquainted  with 
Miss  Susan  T.  Chase,  who  was  teaching  the  academy 
of  that  place. 

In  1865  he  was  called  to  the  Presbyterian  Cliurch  of 
L^pper  Sandusky,  O.,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Belle f on - 
taine.  While  there  a  brick  church  was  built,  at  a  cost 
of  $12,000. 

In  1867  he  wa'^  called  to  the  Wooster  L'niversity  as 
its  financial  agent,  and  work  for  an  endowment  in  the 
Presbytery  of  Marion,  with  headquarters  at  Dela- 
ware, O.  On  account  of  the  debt  on  the  defunct 
Delaware  Female  College,  he  found  subscri])ti(Mis  for 
Wooster  L'niversity  were  hard  to  obtain.  Owing 
largely  to  this  obstacle,  he  was  willing  to  accept  the 
call  to  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Delaware,  C)., 
in  1867,  which  church  he  supplied  until  April,  1868. 
when  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  churches  of  Kingston 
and  Brown,  and  was  installed  as  pastor.  In  Delaware 
his  four-year-old  son,  Wallace  Chase,  died. 

Dr.  Lower  was  called  in  1872  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Union  City,  Ind.,  and  was  installed.  In 
1874  he  was  called  to  DeGraff,  ().,  in  the  Bellefontaine 
Presbytery,  and  was  pastor-elect  until   1876,  when  he 
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received  a  call  to  Turtle  Creek  Church,  in  the  Lima 
Presbytery. 

In  1877  he  took  charge  of  Thornton  and  X'erona 
churches,  in  the  Presbytery  of  Hastings.  Xeb.  During 
the  time  he  ministered  to  those  churches  he  lived  in 
Harvard,  Xeb.,  where  he  organized  a  church  and  built 
a  chapel.  In  1883  he  became  financial  secretary  of 
Hastings  College.  Relinquishing  that,  he  took  charge 
of  the  churches  of  Kenesaw  and  Hartwell.  He  again 
took  charge  of  the  churches  of  Thornton  and  X'erona 
in  1886.  He  was  called  to  Akron.  Col.,  Presbytery  of 
Denver,  in  1887,  at  which  ])lace  a  frame  church  was 
built,  at  a  cost  of  $1,800. 

In  1 89 1  he  was  called  to  \'alverde,  a  suburb  of 
Denver,  and  organized  a  church,  and  from  there  he 
was  called  in  1894  to  Delta,  Col.,  Presbytery  of  Gun- 
nison, where  was  built  a  manse  worth  $1,800.  From 
there,  in  1897,  he  went  to  Ridgeway.  Col.,  and  organ- 
ized a  church.  He  broke  down  with  nervous  debility 
in  1901  on  account  of  the  altitude,  seven  thousand  feet, 
and  did  not  preach  regularly  for  six  years.  He  was 
honorably  retired  by  the  Presbytery  of  Gunnison  in 
1902. 

L'pon  regaining  his  health,  he  was  called,  in  1907. 
to  Arvada  F'resbyterian  Church,  F'resbytery  of  Denver, 
where  his  work,  with  the  help  of  his  wife,  was  very 
successful. 

Dr.  Lower  received  the  degree  of  .\.AI.  from  Jef- 
ferson College  in  1866,  and  of  D.D.  from  Richmond 
College  in   1897. 

Dr.  Lower  was  Commissioner  to  the  General  .\ssem- 
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bly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  four  times: 
at  Peoria,  111.,  in  1863;  at  Springfield,  111.,  in  1882;  at 
Winona,  Ind.,  in  1897,  and  at  Springfield,  Mo.,  in  1900. 

He  was  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Colorado  in 
October,  1899;  Stated  Clerk  of  Gunnison  Presbytery 
for  two  years.  1900  and  1901.  He  was  man}-  times 
Moderator  of  different  presbyteries. 

His  most  extensive  revivals  of  religion  were  at 
Crown  Point  and  Salem,  Ind..  and  at  Kingston  and 
l/])per  Sandusky.  (). 

Dr.  Lower  began  teaching  vocal  music  when  a  boy 
at  home,  first  with  a  class  of  fourteen  little  girls  from 
eight  to  foiu'teen  )ears  of  age.  This  was  to  test  his 
ability  to  teach  music.  He  was  ver}-  success  fid  in  this, 
and  thereby  received  his  ci)m])limentary  rei)utation  as 
a  teacher.  Then  lie  taught  vocal  nuisic  for  two  years 
at  the  Milnwood  Academy  ;  then  for  three  years  at  Jef- 
ferson Ccdlege,  besides  teaching  a  vocal  class  in  ( )lome 
Female  Seminar)-,  in  the  same  place.  He  organize:!  a 
choir  in  the  I^^irst  Preslnterian  Churcli  in  I^dnceton, 
X.  J.,  anil  taught  a  class  in  th.e  theological  seminar}-. 
.\fter  settling  as  a  pastor  at  Crown  Point.  Ind..  he 
taught  classes  of  vocal  music  in  his  congregation,  lie 
gave  nuich  time  and  attention  to  drilling  ^^ahbath 
schools  and  choirs. 

Sus.vN  T.  Lower's  parents  were  \A'illiaiu  Chase, 
l)orn  in  West  Newbury,  Mass.,  August  1,  1805;  mar 
ried,  about  1826,  Sarah  Colcord  Wadleigh.  born  June 
10,  iSo(),  in  West  Xewl)ur\-,  Mass.  She  died  in  No- 
vember, 1862,  and  he  died  in  July,  1888,  both  in  Haver- 
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hill,  Mass.  They  had  eleven  children,  five  sons  and 
six  daughters.  Some  died  young  and  others  lived  to 
a  good  age  ;  two  sons  and  two  daughters  are  still  living 
(iQii);  three  live  in  Haverhill,  ^Las--.  Susan  T.  is 
one  and  the  eldest.  She  graduated  at  the  Female  Sem- 
inary in  Gorham,  Me.,  and  taught  school  many  years. 
Following  is  an  account  of  the  golden  wedding  of 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Leaney  Lower,  taken  from  the 
Herald  and  f^rcshytfr  of  September  13,  1911:

T.  Lower,  born  at  Old  Eden,  Delaware  County  O., 
February  15,  1871  ;  married  Laura  Ruth  Garrison,  of 
Denver,  Col.,  December  28,  1898;  she  was  born  in 
Paterson,  N.  J.,  xA.pril  3,  1875.  They  are  Presbyte- 
rians. William  H.  is  superintendent  of  the  Pleasant 
Valley  Sunday  school  of  the  Denver  colony.  She  was 
formerly  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  Denver. 
William  H.  learned  the  grocery  business  with  Air. 
Welch  in  Denver,  and  for  a  while  had  a  grocery  of 
his  own  in  Denver.  They  lived  a  while  in  Ridgeway, 
Col.,  wdiere  he  owned  a  grocery  business,  and  sold  it 
to  J.  L.  Criswell,  then  clerked  for  him.  Next  he 
moved  to  a  preemption  claim  near  Delta,  Col. ;  from 
there  to  Denver,  and  worked  for  the  Campbell  &  Sell 
Bakery.

They  had  sons  and 
daughters;  one  was  Henry  Clapper,  and  a  daughter 
who  married  Air.  Low.     We  have  no  family  record.

born  about  1797;  married  a  ^h.  Wildroud.  They  had 
one  son  whom  we  know  ;  his  name  was  Abram,  and 
he  once  visited  our  famih-  in  Williamsburg.  Pa.  We 
have  no  record,  but  know  they  lived  in  Sandyville, 
Stark  County,  or  Canal  Dover,  about   1840. 

Sar.\h  Lower,  of  Adam  and  Elizabeth  Lower,  born, 
about  1796,  in  Williamsburg,  Pa.  She  married  Henry 
Yarger.     They  lived  in  Pluntingdon.  Pa.,  and  moved 
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to   Sandyville,    Stark   County.   O.,   about    1816.      They 
had  seven  children.

Samuel  Yarcer,  of  Henry  and  Sarah  Yarger.  born 
about  1813;  married  AdaHne  XA'eaver,  of  Western 
New  York  State.

David  Lower,  of  Adam  and  Elizabeth  Lower,  born 
in  Williamsburg.  Blair  County,  Pa.,  ]\Iay  i,  1801  ;  died 
at  Lanark.  111.,  April  6,  188 1  ;  married  Susan  Rhodes 
March  12,  1829.  She  was  born  at  Morrison  Cove. 
Hlair  County,  Pa.,  April  10,  1810;  died  at  Lanark,  111., 
December  23,  1898.  Their  early  home  was  on  Piney 
Creek,  about  three  miles  south  of  W^illiamsburg.  Pa.. 
land  formerly  owned  by  his  father,  Adam  Lower, 
where  they  lived  until  1861,  and  where  all  their  chil- 
dren were  born.  He  was  the  youngest  child  of  Adam 
and  Elizabeth  Lower,  and  was  administrator  of  the 
estate.

David  was  a  carpenter  by  trade,  Init  farmed  for 
many  years  in  Pennsylvania  and  Illinois,  and  was  a 
pilot  on  the  Susquehanna  and  Juniata  Rivers.  It  was 
on  a  piloting  trip,  when  a  young  man,  that  he  saw  one 
of  the  first  grain  cradles,  and  which  a])pealed  to  him 
so  strongly  that  he  purchased  it,  and  carried  it  on  his 
shoulder  from  Maryland  across  the  mountains,  a  dis- 
tance of  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles.  This  was  the 
first  grain  cradle  in  lUair  Count}-,  I'a.,  and  people  came 
for  many  miles  to  see  it.  He  was  a  very  strong  man 
physically,  and  became  a  skillful  cradler  of  grain.  He 
manufactured  grain  cradles  himself,  and  had  one  for 
his  own  use  which  was  six  inches  longer  than  the 
ordinary,  in  order  to  cut  a  wider  swath. 

In  1861  he,  with  his  wife  and  four  younger  children, 
moved  to  Dwight,  Livingston  County,  111.,  near  which 
place  he  had  purchased  land  some  years  previous, 
having  taken  the  Illinois  land  at  three  dollars  ])er  acre 
in  exchange  for  land  near  Williamsburg,   Pa. 

In  October,  1863,  they  moved  bv  wagon  to  their 
farm  in  Carroll  County,  111.,  aljout  a  half  mile  south 
of  Lanark,  where  they  converted  the  raw  prairie  into 
a  home,  and  where  they  lived  until  1870,  when  they 
moved  into  the  town  of  Lanark,  and  occupied  the  brick 
house,  which  they  had  built,  which  still  stands,  and 
where  they  lived  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  They 
were  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Of  Susan  (Rhodes)  Lower's  famih-  w  f  give  the 
following  history :  Her  paternal  grandfather  was  born 
in  Germany,  but  date  and  place  of  birth  are  not  known. 
When  but  twelve  years  of  age  he.  with  ten  other  mem- 
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hers  of  his  family,  left  their  native  land  and  sailed  for 
America.  During  the  voyage,  which  lasted  six  months, 
an  epidemic  broke  out  on  board  ship,  and  of  the  eleven 
who  left  their  native  home  for  the  new  country,  but 
one  survived.  Christopher,  aged  twelve,  landed  alone. 
In  l'hila(lel])hia  he  was  taken  by  a  kind  man  and  wife, 
who  raised  him  as  their  own  child.  Although  adopted, 
he  retained  his  own  name,  and  at  the  death  of  his 
foster  parents  he  fell  Iieir  to  their  propert}-,  they  being 
childless.  He  was  married  in  Northumberland  County, 
}*a.,  and  was  the  father  of  ten  children,  one  daughter 
and  nine  sons.  Me  lived  in  the  country  and  did  team 
work,  making  trips  to  the  city.  On  one  of  these  trips 
he  ])urchased  a  set  of  cups  and  saucers  with  handles, 
made  of  red  pottery  clay,  which  were  the  first  to  be 
brought  to  that  part  of  the  country,  and  caused  much 
curiosit}'.  About  that  time  coffee  began  to  be  used, 
and  when  the  minister,  in  those  days  known  as  a  "cir- 
cuit rider,"  was  expected,  the  cu])s  and  saucers  were 
loaned  around  the  neighborhood  in  honor  of  the  min- 
ister. At  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  at  an 
advanced  age,  he  was  living  in  Morrison  Cove,  Blair 
County,  Pa.  He  was  buried  at  IMney  Creek,  two  miles 
from  Springfield  Furnace. 

Her  father,  Samuel  Rhodes,  the  seventh  son  of 
Christopher  Rhodes,  was  born  and  raised  in  North- 
umberland County,  Pa.  At  the  age  of  twenty  he  was 
married  to  Catherine  Reed,  who  also  was  born  in  the 
same  county.  Her  age  at  marriage  was  fifteen  Acars. 
They  lived  in  Northumberland  County  until  the  birth 
of  their  second  son,  after  which  thev  moved  to  Mor- 
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rison  Cove,  Blair  County.  Eighteen  children  hlessed 
this  union.  Their  names  in  rotation  are  as  follows: 
Mary  (  Mrs.  Downing  ),  Susan  {^Irs.  Lower ),  }klichael, 
Catherine  (Airs.  Ichholts).  Barbara  (Mrs.  Beal),  Eliz- 
abeth (Airs.  Lydy),  John,  Margaret,  Samuel,  Sarah 
(Mrs.  Hoover),  Joseph,  George,  Jonathan,  Rachel

Samuel  Rhodes  moved  to  Wayne  County,  C).,  in 
1845,  lived  there  one  year,  then  moved  to  Richland 
County,  w  here  he  lived  until  his  death,  the  greater  part 
of  his  later  years  being  s])cnt  with  his  daughter.  Airs. 
Lydy.  He  died  Alarch  4,  1870,  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
seven  vears,  and  is  buried  near  Ankneytown,  O. 

Her  mother,  Catherine  Reed  Rhodes,  died  in  her 
fort^■-third  vear  at  vS])ringfield  Furnace,  on  Piney 
Creek,  and  was  buried  at  \\'illiamsbiu-g,  in  the  German 
Reformed  Cemetery. 

David  and  Susan  Lower  had  ten  children  born  on 
the  farm  near  Williamsburg,  Pa.,  as  follows  (all  bap- 
tized in  the  Lutheran  Church  at  Williamsljurg,  Pa.): 
Levi,  Fdizabcth.  Samuel,  Abram,  Alartin  Luther,  Alary 
Catherine,  I{li  L.,  Rachel  Rebecca,  Anna  Margaret, 
and   Hannah  Leah. 

THIRD   GENERATION. 

Levi  LowivR,  of  David  and  Susan  Lower,  born  April 
16,  1830;  married  Alary  Dougal  November  13,  1854, 
at  Rock  Island,  111.  She  was  born  at  Greensburg. 
Westmoreland  County,  Pa.,  Julv  12,  1833;  died  at 
Clifton,  Kan.,  October  13,   1909.     His  early  boyhood 
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was  spent  on  his  father's  farm  near  WilHamsburg,  Pa., 
and  among  liis  many  reminiscences  of  the  old  home  is 
seeing  his  father  cradle  gi'ain  with  a  cradle  which  he 
carried  on  foot  from  Maryland  across  the  mountains, 
a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles,  which  was 
the  first  and  only  cradle  in  that  locality;  and  of  the 
neighbors  coming  for  many  miles  to  see  it  work,  it 
being  such  an  improvement  over  the  reaper  hook,  or 
what  is  now  known  as  the  grass  hook,  which  up  to 
that  time  was  the  best  known  method  of  harvesting 
grain.  He  drove  four-  and  six-horse  teams  over  the 
pike  road  from  Baltimore  to  Pittsburg,  which  was 
before  any  railroads  were  built  that  far  west,  and 
teams  were  the  only  method  of  transportation.  Later 
in  the  forties  the  Canal  and  Portage  Railroad  was  built 
across  the  mountains. 

In  1848  he  went  to  work  in  Williamsburg  for  James 
Smith  in  a  blacksmith  shop,  which  work  he  continued 
for  eighteen  months,  when  he  went  to  W'ooster,  O., 
to  work  in  a  hame  shop  for  Snipes  &  Mulholann.  He 
then  went  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  then  to  Port  Byron.  111., 
then  to  Mount  Carroll,  Lyons,  Iowa,  and  Fulton,  111. 
Wdien  the  town  of  Clinton,  Iowa,  started,  he  went 
there,  and  worked  with  Piper  &  Dr.  Jeffers  at  the 
carpentering  trade  for  some  time,  when  he  returned  to 
Port  Byron,  111.,  where  he  was  married  November  13. 
1854.  He  built  a  house  in  the  eastern  part  of  Port 
Byron,  where  they  lived  till  the  winter  of  1858,  when 
they  moved  to  a  farm  near  Lanark,  Carroll  County, 
111.,  where  they  lived  till  September  7,  1861.  wdien  he 
enlisted  to  serve  three  years,  or  during  the  war.  and 
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was  mustered  into  the  Ihiited  States  service  at  Camp 
Butler,  Springfield,  111.,  on  the  seventh  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1861,  as  a  private  of  Captain  Lewis  Heffelfinger's 
Company  I,  Thirty- fourth  Regiment,  Illinois  Volun- 
teer Infantry,  Colonel  E.  N.  Kirk  commanding.  This 
regiment  was  organized  at  Cam]:)  Butler,  Springfield, 
111.,  September  7,  1861,  under  Colonel  Kirk,  who  was 
its  first  Colonel,  and  moved,  October  2d,  to  Lexington, 
Ky.,  thence  to  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  Camp  Nevin,  Ky., 
where  it  remained  until  February  14,  1862.  It  was 
assigned  to  Kirk's  brigade  of  Rousseau's  division,  and 
marched  to  Bowling  Green.  Ky.,  thence  to  Savannah, 
Tenn.  It  participated  in  the  battle  of  Shiloh,  or  Pitts- 
burg Landing,  Tenn.,  being  in  McCook's  brigade  of 
Buell's  army,  and  lost  fifteen  killed  and  one  hundred 
and  twelve  wounded.  It  then  marched  to  Corinth, 
Miss.,  where  it  was  engaged,  thence  moved  to  Ala- 
bama, and  encamped  more  than  a  month  at  Battle 
Creek.  It  arrived  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  September  27th  ; 
thence  to  Frankfort,  October  ist;  thence  to  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  remaining  in  camp  near  there  imtil  December 
26,  1862.  It  was  here  assigned  to  the  Second  lirigade. 
Second  Division,  Fourteenth  Army  Corps,  and  took 
part  in  engagements  at  Triune  and  Murfreesboro,  or 
Stone  River,  Tenn.  It  became  a  part  of  the  Twentieth 
Corps,  and  on  June  24th  moved  to  Liberty  Gap,  where 
it  defeated  the  enemy,  and  on  Augiist  i6th  moved  to 
Bellefontaine,  Ala.,  and  detailed  as  provost  guard  until 
the  30th.  then  moved  to  Caperton's  Ferry  and  left  to 
guard  the  pontoon  bridge.  It  took  part  in  the  battle 
of  Chickamauga.  Ga..   September   19th  and  20th,  and 
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arrived  at  Cliattanooga  November  istli,  and  on  the 
next  day  engaged  the  retreating  enemy  near  Graysville. 
It  went  on  an  expedition  into  East  Tennessee  as  far 
as  London,  where  it  was  detailed  to  rnn  a  grist  mih, 
grinding  corn  and  wheat  for  the  (hvision,  retnrning  to 
Chattanooga  December  ig,  1863.  December  22d  it 
reenhsted  as  a  veteran  organization,  and  on  Jannary  8, 

1864,  started  on  a  veteran  furlongh.  It  retnrned  to 
Chattanooga  AJarch  7,  1864,  and  moved  to  join  the 
Second  Brigade  in  camp  near  Rossville.  Ga.,  as  a 
part  of  the  Second  Division,  Fourteenth  Army  Corps. 
May  5th  it  started  on  the  Atlanta  campaign,  and  ])ar- 
ticipated  in  the  following  engagements :  Rocky  F'ace 
Ridge,  Resaca,  Rome,  Dallas,  Big  Shanty,  Kenesaw 
Mountain,  Siege  of  Atlanta,  and  Jonesboro,  Ga.  it 
pursued  Forrest  to  Flc)rence,  Ala.,  after  which  it  re- 
joined Sherman's  army,  and  participated  in  the  March 
to  the  Sea  and  Campaign  of  the  Carolinas,  including 
engagements  at  Averasboro  and  Bentonville,  N.  C. 
After  Johnson's  surrender  it  marched  to  Washington, 
D.  C,  and  particijiated  in  the  Grand  Review  May  24, 

1865.  June  1 2th  it  moved  to  T.ouisville,  Ky.,  remain- 
ing there  until  nmstered  out,  July  12,  1865.  Me  was 
promoted  to  Corporal,  Sergeant,  and  Orderly  Sergeant 
of  his  company. 

He  was  wounded  at  Pittsburg  Landing,  Teim.,  by 
gunshot  in  the  right  thigh,  causing  a  flesh  wound.  At 
the  battle  of  St(^ne  River,  Tenn..  he  received  four 
slight  wounds,  but  did  not  go  to  the  hospital.  At  Lib- 
erty Gap,  Tenn.,  he  was  slightly  wounded  in  the  left 
hand,  the  ball  shattering  the  gtm  stock  in  his  hand. 
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In  the  same  engagement  he  was  sHghtly  wounded  in 
the  left  side  of  the  face.  He  was  also  slightly  wounded 
by  gunshot  in  the  left  shoulder  at  Resaca,  Ga.  He 
was  captured  at  Stone  River,  Tenn.,  but  recaptured  by 
the  Fourth  Michigan  Cavalry  December  31,  1862.  He 
was  again  captured  with  a  wagon  train  between  Wil- 
son Creek  and  LaVergne,  Tenn.,  but  escaped  his  cap- 
tors. While  foraging  in  Kentucky  he  was  captured 
and  sent  back  twelve  miles  by  his  captors,  but  escaped 
his  guard  in  the  night  and  rejoined  his  command.  He 
bore  a  gallant  part  in  all  the  engagements  of  his  com- 
mand down  to  and  including  Jonesboro,  Ga..  and  ren- 
dered faithful  and  meritorious  service  to  his  country 
at  all  times.  He  received  an  honorable  discharge  at 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  on  the  twelfth  day  of  September,  1864, 
by  reason  of  expiration  of  his  term  of  service. 

Upon  his  return  home  he  again  took  up  the  car- 
pentering trade  at  Port  Cyron.  111.,  to  which  place  his 
wife  and  three  children  removed  during  his  term  of 
enlistment.  For  some  time  he  worked  for  Shepard  & 
Devore  in  the  boat  yard  at  Port  Byron,  then  went  to 
Burlington,  Iowa,  and  worked  on  a  railroad  bridge 
and  hotel,  then  moved  to  Clinton,  Iowa,  and  then  to 
Alvira,  where  they  lived  till  1870,  when  they  moved 
to  Washington  County,  Kan.,  and  took  a  homestead 
in  Section  31,  T.  3.  R.  2.  built  a  frame  house  12  x  16, 
one  story,  in  which  the  family  of  eight  lived  for  three 
years,  when  an  addition  was  built,  12  x  12,  with  an 
upstairs,  and  later  two  more  rooms  were  added,  and 
a  good  frame  barn  took  the  place  of  the  sod  one. 

In   1885  they  built  a  good  frame  house  and  other 
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good  improvements  on  what  was  known  as  the  "  Pym 
farm,"'  in  Section  i,  Brantford  Township,  and  moved 
to  that  {jlace  the  same  year,  where  they  lived  till  1895, 
when  they  sold  this  farm  to  S.  G.  Cooley,  and  moved 
to  Haddam,  Kan.,  where  he,  with  three  of  his  sons, 
purchased  the  Citizens'  State  Bank,  of  which  institu- 
tion he  has  been  President  since  that  date.

Besides  his  interest  in  the 
Citizens'  State  Bank  of  Haddam,  Kan.,  he  has  for 
man}-  years  been  interested  in  various  banking  insti- 
tutions with  his  sons,  and  is  at  present  a  director  in 
their  banks  at  Xarka,  Republic  and  Courtland,  Kan. 
He  has  also  held  office  as  County  Commissioner  of 
Washington  County,  Kan.,  from  1886  to  i8qo.  during 
which  administration  the  present  court  house  was  built. 
He  is  a  member  of  Sedgwdck  Post,  No.  24,  Department 
of  Kansas,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  which  he 
has  held  office  as  Senior  Vice-Commander  one  term.

Eli  L.  Lower,  of  David  and  Susan  Lower,  born 
July  17,  1843.  He  came,  with  his  parents,  to  Illinois 
in  1 86 1,  and  settled  on  a  farm  near  Dwight,  where  he 
remained  till  18(^12,  when,  at  the  call  of  President  Lin- 
coln for  volunteers,  he,  on  August  11,  1862.  enlisted 
at  Dwight,  111.,  in  Company  B,  129th  Illinois  \'olunteer 
Infantry,  to  serve  three  years,  or  during  the  war,  and 
was  nmstered  into  the  P^nited  States  service  at  Pon- 
tiac.  111.  In  aliout  two  weeks  the  regiment  was  sent  to 
Louisville,  K}.,  where  the  army  under  General  Buell 
had  fallen  back,  with  Bragg's  arm.}-  after  them.  They 
remained  there  about  two  weeks,  and  were  then  sent 
to  help  drive  the  enemy  out  of  Kentucky  and  Ten- 
nessee, going  by  way  of  Frankfort,  Perryville  and 
Danville  on  to  Bowling  Green,  where  they  went  into 
camp.     Up  to  this  time  he  drove  a  government  team. 


Neoma  (Snei,l)  Lower,  1850-1895. 
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At  this  place  he  quit  (h-iving  and  went  to  his  company. 
Here  they  remained  about  four  weeks,  then  moved  to 
Mitchellsville,  Tenn.,  and  for  some  months  did  guard 
duty  along  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  to 
Gallatin,  Tenn.  After  leaving  Bowling  Green  he  was 
appointed  wagon  master,  having  charge  of  four  six- 
mule  teams  and  twelve  head  of  horses  to  scout  with. 
Four  negroes  did  the  work.  The  horses  had  to  be 
under  saddle  every  morning  at  sunrise,  ready  for  a 
scout.  In  May,  1863,  the  regiment  was  moved  to 
Nashville,  Tenn.  He  then  went  back  to  his  company. 
The  regiment  did  guard  duty  at  this  place  till  February, 
1864,  when  they  marched  to  Chattanooga.  While  on 
the  way  it  rained  and  sleeted  for  three  days  and  nights. 
Arriving  at  the  foot  of  Lookout  Mountain,  they  went 
into  camp,  and  remained  there  till  the  second  of  May, 
1864.  During  this  time  the  army  was  consolidated,  and 
thev  became  the  Third  brigade  of  the  Third  Division 
of  the  Twentieth  Corps,  commanded  by  General  Jo 
Hooker. 

( )n  May  2d,  they,  with  the  rest  of  the  army,  started 
on  the  Atlanta  Campaign,  taking  part  in  the  follow- 
ing battles :  Resaca,  Kingston,  Big  Shanty,  Kenesaw 
Mountain  and  Peach  Tree  Creek,  Ga.,  where  they  lost 
sixty-two  men  out  of  the  regiment  in  about  one  hour. 
This  was  on  July  20,  1864.  On  August  ist  they  went 
into  the  trenches  in  front  of  Atlanta,  where  thev  re- 
mained till  the  29th,  when  they  made  a  grand  retreat, 
falling  back  twelve  miles  across  the  Chattahoochee 
River,  drawing  the  Confederates  out  of  their  works, 
while   Sherman   with  the   rest  of  the   army  played   a 
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flank  move,  compelling  them  to  withdraw  from  the 
city.  On  September  2d  the  Twentieth  Cor])s  moved 
into  the  city.  The  129th  Illinois  Regiment,  being  part 
of  it,  was  under  fire  one  hundred  and  twenty  days. 
This  ended  the  Atlanta  Campaign.  They  then  went  into 
cam])  at  the  edge  of  the  city,  where  they  remained 
several  weeks,  and  were  then  ordered  to  move,  not 
knowing  where  they  were  going;  but  several  days  after 
starting  they  called  on  each  company  for  a  detail  to 
forage,  and  it  fell  to  his  lot,  with  others,  to  fill  the 
place.  He  continued  in  that  position  till  the\-  reached 
Savannah,  Ga.,  when  they  each  went  to  their  com- 
panies while  they  remained  at  that  place. 

On  December  25.  1864,  they  crossed  the  Savannah 
River  into  South  Carolina,  when  they  were  ordered  to 
assume  the  same  duty  (foraging),  .\fter  encounter- 
ing many  skirmishes  on  their  way  north,  upon  reaching 
Bentonsville,  N.  C.  he,  with  others,  was  taken  pris- 
oner and  sent  to  Richmond.  \^a..  where  they  were 
confined  in  Libby  Prison  till  the  day  before  Grant 
took  the  place,  when  they  were  sent  down  the  James 
River,  landed  between  the  picket  lines,  and  let  go  to 
care  for  themselves.  They  went  to  the  L'nion  lines, 
from  which  they  were  sent  to  City  Point,  and  on  to 
Annapolis,  Md.,  making  the  trip  by  water,  and  from 
there  on  to  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  where  they  received  fur- 
loughs for  thirty  days  to  go  home,  at  the  end  of  which 
time  they  returned  to  St.  Louis,  and  were  discharged 
May  30,  1865,  and  sent  to  Springfield,  111.,  where  he 
was  mustered  out  of  the  United  States  service  Tuly  6, 
1865.

In  iSf)]  sbe,  witb  ber  parents,  tbree 
s'sters  anil  brotber,  b"li,  moved  to  Dwigbt.  111.,  wbere 
Abram,  ;n  older  brotber.  alread\-  lived.  Li  ( )ctober, 
1863.  tbey,  witb  two  borses  and  a  lumber  wagon,  drove 
to  Lanark,  Carroll  Count}',  lib,  locating  on  a  farm  of 
one  bundred  and  sixty  acres  of  ])rairie  land.  As  tbis 
was  during  tbe  Civil  \\'ar,  and  men's  bel]i  was  scarce, 
sb.e  and  b.er  sister,  Anna,  witb  tbeir  fatber,  did  all  tbe 
work  necessar}-  to  make  a  bome  of  tbis  iirairie  land. 
In  1870  tbey  moved  into  tbe  town  of  Lanark,  ber 
fat!  er  baving  built  tbe  brick  bouse,  now  known  as  tbe 
■' L,owcr  brick."  Tbere  sbe  was  married  to  C.eorge 
Harvey  \\' eed ;  tbere  tbeir  tbree  oldest  bows  were 
1  orn  ;  tbere,  too,  ber  fatber  died,  after  an  illness  of 
e'gbt  years,  during  wbicb  time  sbe,  witb  ber  motber 
:^n  1  busband,  were  bis  constant  attendants,  .\fter  bis 
deatb,  in  1881.  tbe  family,  togetber  witb  ber  motber, 
n-oved  lic'ck  to  tbe  farm,  wbere  tbeir  two  \-onngest 
cbildren  were  born,  and  wbere  tbey  live  at  tbis  time. 

George  Harvey  Weed  was  tbe  eldest  son  of  Cbarles 
ml  Lo-iisa  (Ritcberd.son  )  Weed.  He  bad  two  brotbers. 
Cbarles  Henry  and  bvbnun  Calvin.  Wdien  Init  four 
years  of  age  bis  motber  died  of  cbolera  at  St.  Clare. 
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Iowa,  in  1855.  He  had  very  little  school  education, 
and  his  boyhood  days  were  spent  in  the  several  States 
of  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Missouri,  New  York 
and  Illinois.  He  followed  the  butcher  business  in 
Lanark,  111.,  for  twelve  years,  has  been  Township 
Assessor  ten  years,  besides  many  offices  of  trust  m 
different  fraternal  and  insurance  organizations.  He 
has  always  been  a  Republican  in  politics.  He,  with  his 
wife,  joined  the  English  Lutheran  Church  of  Lanark 
soon  after  their  marriage,  and  have  been  blessed  by 
seeing  their  children  all  brought  into  the  same   fold. 

The  Weed  famil)-  dates  back  to  1560,  and  was  origi- 
nally French,  named  "  De  Grasse."  Lut  during  the 
Huguenot  persecution  the  family  Red  from  France  to 
Holland,  and  thence  to  England,  and  changed  their 
name  to  Weed,  so  as  to  baffle  their  ]nirsuers.  Two 
brothers  came  from  England  in  1630.  The  Weed 
family  have  always  distinguished  themselves  as  doc- 
tors, missionaries,  lawyers,  divines,  and  last,  but  not 
least,  soldiers.  llrigadier-General  Stephen  H.  Weed, 
mentioned  in  history,  rose  rapidly  to  fan]e  during  the 
Civil  War.  At  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  at  Little 
Round  Top,  while  leading  his  regiment  almost  to  vic- 
tory, he  was  killed  by  the  Confederates.  During  all 
the  long  history  of  the  Weed  family  there  has  never 
lieen  mentioned  a  convicted  criminal.

111.,  four  years,  when 
the}-  moved  to  Sunny  Side,  Wash.,  where  the}-  now 
reside,  and  are  engaged  in  the  restaurant  business. 
He  also  fills  engagements  with  different  musical  organ- 
izations, being  a  slide  trombonist.

Tliis  part  of  the  histoiT  and  genealogy  is  of  another 
family  of  the  same  name,  LowER,  and  I  am  re([uested 
by  the  brothers  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  to  incorporate 
their  history  in  this  book,  so  that  it  may  be  preserved. 
I  am  reasonably  certain  that  they  are  descendants  of 
Adam  Lower,  of  AA'illiamsburg.  Pa.,  and  I  earnestly 
hope  that  some  member  of  each  branch  will  continne 
this  investigation  and  make  a  more  careful  and  ex- 
tended search  than  I  have  been  able  to  make.  It  is  a 
source  of  great  regret  to  me  that  I  am  unable  to  find 
these  missing  links. 

joiix  Strange  Lower  was  born  A]M-il  30,  1813.  at 
either  W'ilke.sbarre  or  Philadelphia.  Pa.  I  lis  parents 
came  from  Germany,  his  father's  tirst  name  being 
Jacol).  his  wife's  Xancy.  Jacob  Lower  died  at  Xobles- 
ville,  Ind.,  in  1853.  at  the  age  of  eighty-six  years. 
Xancy  Lower  died  at  the  age  of  seventy-four  at  the 
home  of  her  son.  Jacob,  in  Iowa,  on  Alay  28,  1863. 
The  descendants  understand  that  John  Strange  Lower's 
grandfather's  name  was  Adam,  and  was  one  of  five 
brothers  who  came  to  America  from  Germany.  Tie 
(John  Strange  Lower)  first  married  Mary  Hamilt(^n, 
April  4,  1833,  who  died  April  28,  1848,  at  Indianap- 
olis. Ind.  There  were  two  children  by  this  marriage, 
Hannah  J.  Lower,  born  June  4,  1835.  and  William 
Hamilton  Lower,  born  May  29,  1838.

Subsequently,  on  March  <),  1887,  Edward  married 
Faulkner  Howell,  at  AA'icklift'c,  Kv.,  from  which  mar- 
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riage  there  was  a  son,  Creech,  born  at  Hennessey, 
Okla.,  August  20,  1890,  and  a  daughter,  Lorine,  born 
at  Wickliffe,  Ky.,  February  2,  1888,  and  died  May  i, 
1889. 

Robert  H.  Lower  and  Alice  Wilder  were  married 
at  Columbus,  Ky.,  October  16,  1885.  One  child  was 
born,  a  son,  whom  they  named  Albert,  after  his  uncle, 
Albert,  who  was  murdered  prior  to  his  birth.  He  is 
still  living  with  his  father  in  Hot  Springs,  Ark.  Alice 
Lower  died  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  on  October  31,  1888. 
Subsequently  Robert  H.  Lower  married  Nettie  Cum- 
mins at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  November  17,  1891,  from 
which  marriage  there  are  two  children,  as  follows: 
Aline,  born  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  May  8.  1893,  and 
Francis,  born  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  May  4,  1903. 

Harry  R.  Lower  and  Agnes  Hires  were  married  at 
Clinton,  Ky..  May  25.  1887.  Of  this  marriage  there 
is  one  son,  Roy,  who  was  born  at  Columbus.  Ky., 
August  17,  1892. 

Detailing  his  early  family  recollections,  George  H. 
Lower,  the  eldest  of  the  living  brothers  of  this  branch 
of  the  family,  says :  "I  distinctly  remember  that  neither 
grandfather  nor  grandmother  could  speak  plain  Eng- 
lish. From  conversations  T  overheard  between  my 
parents,  the  impression  was  created  upon  my  mind  that 
my  great-great-grandfather's  name  was  Adam.  My 
father.  John  Strange  Lower,  worked  in  a  tailor  shop 
in  Philadelphia  when  a  young  man.  and  before  his 
marriage  to  my  mother.  Afterward  he  graduated  in 
medicine  at  the  Ohio  State  Medical  College  at  Cincin- 
nati, and  devoted  the  rest  of  his  life  to  the  ])ractice 
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of  that  profession.  During  the  Civil  \Var  he  was 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment as  assistant  surgeon  of  the  post  at  Cairo,  111.  He 
frequently  filled  the  pulpit  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  that  city.  He  and  all  of  his  family  were  members 
of  that  denomination  as  far  back  as  can  be  traced. 
The  fact  of  the  marriage  of  my  parents  occurring  at 
Shreveport,  La.,  on  June  2,  1848,  indicates  that  soon 
after  father  graduated  in  medicine  he  removed  South, 
returning  North  subsecjuently,  and  then  going  to 
Shreveport  still  later,  as  I  find  the  family,  which  at 
that  time  consisted  of  father,  mother,  Hannah,  Wil- 
liam, Albert  and  myself,  the  first  two-named  children 
being  from  father's  first  marriage  and  our  stej^-sister 
and  step-brother,  were  compelled  to  join  in  the  general 
flight  from  Shreveport  by  the  epidemic  of  cholera  in 
1854,  going  back  to  Cincinnati,  O.  Father  was  the 
only  physician  aboard  the  steamboat  making  the  trip 
from  the  little  Louisiana  town  up  the  Mississippi  and 
Ohio  rivers  to  a  safer  locality.  From  stories  related 
often  in  years  after  by  father  and  mother,  he  saved 
the  lives  of  every  one  of  the  several  hundred  passen- 
gers and  members  of  the  crew  on  board.  He  would 
stand  the  passengers  and  crew  up  in  a  line  down  the 
cabin  of  the  steamer  at  stated  intervals  throughout 
the  day  and  night  and  administer  to  them  his  cholera 
remedy,  a  copy  of  which  we  still  have,  written  in  his 
own  hand.  At  this  time  we  must  have  gone,  early 
after  our  arrival  at  Cincinnati,  to  Jacksonville,  111., 
where  Charles  was  born  in  1854;  then  to  IvOgansport, 
Ind.,  where  Edward  was  born  in  1857;  from  there  to 
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Warsaw,  Ind. ;  thence  to  Cape  Girardeau,  Mo.,  where 
we  remained  until  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  when  we 
removed  to  Cairo,  111.,  where  Robert  was  born  in  i860. 
From  there  we  removed  to  Evansville,  Ind.,  where  the 
schools  were  excellent,  and  it  being  the  desire  of  our 
parents  to  give  their  children  the  benefit  of  the  best 
schools.  Here  the  twin  brothers,  Harry  and  Frank, 
were  born  in  1864,  the  latter  dyng  seven  months  later. 
After  three  years'  residence  at  Evansville,  we  removed 
to  Keokuk,  Iowa,  where  there  were  splendid  educa- 
tional facilities.  Here  we  remained  a  year  or  more, 
removing  to  Quincy,  111.,  thence  to  St.  Louis,  and 
returning  from  there  to  Cairo,  III,  in  1867,  where 
father  contracted  dysentery,  and  died  December  11, 
1867,  his  remains  being  interred  at  Oak  Hill  Ceme- 
tery, Evansville,  Ind.  Mother  and  the  children  then 
removed  to  Columbus,  Ky.,  nineteen  miles  south  of 
Cairo,  on  the  Mississippi  River,  where  later  mother 
died  in  1870,  her  remains  being  taken  to  Evansville 
and  laid  to  rest  beside  those  of  father  and  brother 
Frank. 

"My  recollection  is  that  father  had  three  brothers. 
William  is  thought  to  have  been  captured  and  mas- 
sacred by  Indians  at  the  famous  Mountain  Meadow 
massacre  in  1857  while  crossing  the  plains  with  his 
family  to  Oregon.  Nehemiah  died  a  federal  ]M-isoner 
at  Andersonville  prison  during  the  Civil  \\'ar.  Jacob 
died  at  the  home  of  a  son  in  Iowa.  Father  evidently 
had  at  least  two  sisters,  Sarah  and  Lucinda,  both  of 
whom  are  dead,  the  former  dying  at  Des  Moines.  Iowa, 
and  the  latter  at  Anderson,  Ind.     I  am  satisfied  father 
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had  other  brothers  and  sisters.  A  few  years  ago  one, 
Mrs.  Reynolds,  was  living  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  at  the 
ripe  old  age  of  ninety  years.  When  but  a  small  child 
I  distinctly  remember  seeing  grandfather  and  grand- 
mother. This  must  have  been  at  Noblesville.  Ind.,  at 
a  time  when  we  were  removing  from  that  place  to 
Jacksonville,  111.,  and  when  we  were  bidding  them  a 
last  farewell  at  the  little  railway  station  I  can  dis- 
tinctly remember,  young  as  I  was." 

Jacob  Lower,  of  Jacob  and  Nancy  Lower,  married 
in  Indiana,  and  here  were  born  to  them  six  children, 
namely:  Asbury  C.  Emery  \\'.,  Melvil  \\'.,  Mary  I., 
Nancy  A.,  and  Olive  E. 

Asbury  C.  Lower  lives  at  Herrington,  Kan.  He 
is  Police  Judge,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  a  Notary 
Public. 

Emery  W.  Lower  died  in  the  service  during  the 
Civil  War. 

Melvil  Lower  died  when  quite  young  near  Wine- 
mac,  the  county  seat  of  Pulaski  County,  Ind. 

Mary  I.  Lower  married  Robert  Templeton,  and 
died  at  Osage  City,  Kan.,  June  2,  1909. 

Nancy  A.  Lower  married,  and  lives  at  this  time 
(191 2)  in  Osage  City,  Kan. 

Olive  E.  Lower  married,  and  lives  near  Richland, 
Keokuk  County,  Iowa. 
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
